Letter from Patrick OWEN's aunt in Ireland, 
to him in America, 


DEAR NEPHEW, 

i have not written to you 
fince my laft before now, becaufe, as we have 
moved from our former place of living, and [ 
did not know where a letter would find you; 
but 1 now with pleafure take my pen to inform 
you of the melancholy news of the very fudden 
death of your only living uacle Kilpatrick, who 
died very tuddenly lait week after a lingering 
illnefs of five months, The poor man was ip vio-* 
lent convultions the whole time of his jicknefs, 
lying perfectly quiet and fpeechlefs, all the while 
talking incoherently and calling for water. I 
had no opportunity of informing youof his death 
foonemexcept | had wrote to you by laft poft, 
which went off two days before he died, and 
then you would have had poftage to pay. I am 
at a lofs to tell you what his death was occafion- 
ed by, but I fear it was brought on by his laft 


-ficknefs, for he wasnever well tea days together 


during the whole time of his confinement ; and 
1 believe his eating too much of rabbits, or peafe 
and gravy. ftuffed with rabbits, can’t tell which; 
but be that as it will, as foon as he breathed his

remainder he loft on.a herfe race, but it was the 
opinion of every body at the time, that he wovkd 
have won the race, had not the horfe he run 
again{t been too faft for him. I never fw a men 
{and the doctors all faid fo) that oferved direc- 
tions and took medicine better than he did, he 
faid he had as lief drink water-grvel as wine if 
it had the fame tafle, and would as foon take 
jalup as eat abeet fleak if it bad the famerelith, 
But, poor foul! he will never eat or drink more, 
and now you have not a fingle living relation in 
the world, except myfelf, and your two confine 
who were killed in the laft war. 

I can’t dwell upon this mournful fubject, and 
fha}l feal my letter with black fealing-wax, and 
put on it your uncle’s coatof arms, fol beg you 
will not break the feal when you open the let- 
ter, and don’t open it till three or four days af- 
ter you receive it, by which time you will be 
prepared for. the forrowful tidings.
